After spending the afternoon on 
the matter, it was finally decided to 
send a telegram to Brandon, explain- 
ing the stiuation of the executive and 
advising Brandon to take the. dates 
after the Regina exhibition, which 
would have the effect of straighten- 
ing out the circuit, and cause less 
transportation charges to all those 
following the circuit. The arrange- 
ment as recommended by the execu- 
tive is that Calgary come first, then 
Edmonton, Saskatoon, Regina and 
Brandon as making practically no back 
haul. The only dates affected by the 
controversy are those of the latter 
two. Brandon claims the dates af- 
ter the Saskatoon fair, and Regina 
has decided to challenge their rights 
to that week. 

Sheep Classification 

Taking up again in the afternoon 
the matter of classification, it was 
decided in the class of ewes, similar 
classifications were made to those for 
the cattle and horses, Ewes must 
have lamb at foot and the ewe only 
to be considered, 

It waa décided also to cut out the 
wether classes in grade and pure bred 
sheep, except the classes for lambs. 

There was considerable discussion 
regarding putting in classes for dif- 
ferent breeds of cattle and sheep, such 
as the Brown Swiss, the Red Polled, 
Guernseys, Cheviot sheep and others 
that are not grown to any consider- 
able extent in the West. There was 
a suggestion that in the cattle class- 
es, the sheep, and the hogs, there 
would be put a section for any other 
variety in which would be grouped 
all these less popular breeds, This, 
however, was discarded for the re- 
commendation that will be made to 
| the associations thgt regular classes 
be made for these breeds, but that 
where there is only one competitor, 
there shall be only one prize given. 
These classes so affected will be the 
Brown Swiss, the Red Polled, Cheviot 
sheep and Hampshire hogs. Jerseys 
and Guernseys will be classed togeth- 
er, Hogs must wear their own na- 
tural color and not have their spots 
pointed out. | 

It was further decided to recom-| 
mend that in the grade draft classes| 
the classification would read for geld- 
ings and grade mares to do away with | 
any uncertainty regarding the entries 
in these classes, . 

The meeting adjourned till Satur- 
day morning at 11 o'clock, when it is 
expected that there will be an an- 
swer from the Brandon exhibition.

Premier Lloyd George Tells Audience That No Spirits Are

London, Mar, 13,—Consumption of 
intoxicating Hquors in Great Britain, 
owing to the reductions instituted by 


the government, is now only one third 
of what it was four years ago, Pre- 
mier Lloyd George declared in an ad- 
dress to the Free Churchman at the 
City Temple today when challenged 
about the drink traffic. No spirits 
were being manufactured at all, he 
sald, and anyone who four years ago 
had predicted such o thing would not 
have been believed. 

The premier reiterated that if it 
came to a question of choosing be- 
tween bread and beer, the govern- 
ment would not hesitate a moment. 

The present, he added, was an hour 
of grave national emergency, the ap- 
peal of war was greater than patriot- 
ism because it was an appeal for help 
against the forces of brutality and a 
cry of conscience against the greed 
and lust of one power. The function 
of the churches was to keep the na- 
tion up to the level of its high pur- 
pese when entering the war, No na- 
tion had ever entered war with a more 
holy purpose. The churches must

keep the war to the end a holy war: 
anything else would disgrace’ the 
memory of the heroic dead. 

Instead of having hunger at one 
end and surfeit at the other, said the 
premier, there was a fair distribution 
among all classes and ranks. Speak- 
ing of the manner in which the car- 
rying on of the war taxed his strength, 
he added: 

“I know that the very zeal which, 
by my oath: to my king and country 
and my love of my native land, I felt 
bound to throw into my task hae led 
to misunderstandings with my best 
friends which have caused me more 
distress than I can tell you; but par- 
don me, I have no time to clear that 
up now. I have a terrible task upon 
my shoulders, a task almost more than 
aman can bear, and I ask your help, 
sympathy and prayers. 

“Show me any way by which we 
can make peace without betraying the 
great and sacred trust for which we 
entered the war. I will listen gladly, 
gratefully and thank God for the light 
given me.

Fairs

Classification for live stock at rad 
Western Canada fairs waa the chief 
topic to come before the executive of} 


the Western Canada Fairs Association | 
at its meeting in thé exhibition office 
Thursday morning. The whole trend 
of the rather drastic changes that will 
be recommended will be to further en-| 
courage breeding classes over the} 
purely show classes. Realizing their 
responsibility the western managers | 
considered that the breeding classes} 
should be given preference at this} 
time when the world's events called} 
for every encouragement along this! 
line. There was also some discussion 
regarding eliminating the fancy work 
classes at the exhibitions this year, | 
and making a broad classification with} 
suitable prizes for Red Cross work.| 
Classes for plain sewing would remain 
in. The idea of prizes for Red Cross 
work had been introduced at the 
Kegina exhibition last year. 

It was the general opinion that a 
cow, three years or over should have 
a calf at foot or be able to show 
registration under one year. The fat 
animal, non-producing, but consuming 
good grain, srould be eliminated from 
the prize lists, it was thought. 

Regarding the classes in mares, it 
was considered that as the mortality 
in foals was so high, dry mares 
should be allowed to show once, but 
that before showing again should be 
required to produce a registered foal. 
This would do away to a certain ex- 
tent with the unfair competition of 
the dry mares with the breeding mare. | 

Want More Uniformity 

Further uniformity in the classifi- 
cations right through the western! 
prize lists was recommended, especi- 
ally along the classes for herds. The 
“aged classes’ were also defined. | 

Following are the recommendations 
that were passed at the morning ses- 
sion: 

In the class for beef females three 
years or over, cows must be shown) 
with calves by side, either sucking or 
registered under one year, cows only 
to be judged. 

In the sections for horses it was} 
decided that the class for dry mares| 
be included, but that a mare shown| 
in this class must produce a registered 
foal before being eligible to be shown 
again. 

It was also decided to recommend 
that the group classes in the cattle 
sections be made uniform throughout 
the western Canada circuit. 

Prizes Uniform 

It was also recommended that the 
prizes be uniform for each class, with 
the exception of the reduction from 
junior and senior calf classes, be add- 


ed to the aged cattle classes, bulls 
ond females, 
To have a uniform understanding | 


regarding what is classified as aged 
animals it was decided to designate | 
the aged classes in horses for animals; 
four years or over, and in beef classes 
three years old or over. 

It was recommended that the sec- 
tions for junior and senior yearlings 
in the cattle classes be struck out, 
and that sections be substituted there- 
fore for animals one year and under 
two years, and that sections be added 
for bulls one year and under two 
bred by exhibitor, and the same for 
fcmales.

In The City Council, 

So far as drafting is concerned, 
finis was written to the charter 
amendments by the city council on 
Kriday afternoon. The amendments 
will now be printed and included in 
the general bill to cover the whole of 
the Edmonton charter amendments 
which will go before the provincial 
legislature on Wednesday morning. 

They will also be available for dis- 
tribution at the two public meetings 
which are to be called, wherein the 
amendments will be discussed by the 
citizens. It was decided that these 
meetings should be called for Monday 
night at McKay Avenue school and on 
Tuesday at the King Edward school 
on tue South Side, 

The work of Friday's session was 
devoted to the details of the proposed 
business tax and the tax on Iimprove- 
ments, while one or two alterations 
were made in the income tax pro- 
posals, 

It was decided, in respect to the in- 
come tax, that parinerships should be 
taxable as companies and not as in- 
dividuals, Previously the charter 
amendment read to the effect that 
partners should pay on their individ- 
ual income from any business, 

The city solicitor was asked 
frame a clause to provide that the 
income of any person which had been 
taxed in one city or town in Alberta 
should not be taxed again at Edmon- 
ton. This was thought necessary in 
view of the fact that a number of the 
cities and towns are asking for pow- 
ers to levy an income tax. Also that 
income should not be taxed which 
was derived from a partnership or 
which had 
been taxed the same year, 

Fears Are Unfounded 

In dealing with tne business tax, 
the major portion of the attention of 
council was devoted to fixing the per- 
to be levied on 
the assessn.ents of the different classes 
of businesses. 

When considering these, Ald, Wil- 
son expressed himself to the effect 
that the taxation was going to be too 
much, and that, with the income tax

AIM OF ASSOC. 


Vegetable Growers Ask Privilege 
of Doing Wholesale and 
Retail Business 


Representatives of the Edmonton 


Vegetable Growers’ association met 
the parks and markets committee, 
Ald, W. H, maitin and Ald. Wilson 
being present, on Thursday night, to 
talk over the application of the asso- 
clation for definite space to be allot- 
ted to them for the purpose of selling 
vegetables, both wholesale and retail. 


The association specifically asked 
for space fronting the sidewalk on 
Rice street, but discussion revealed 


the fact that this would be Insufficient 
to accommodate the number of stands 
likely to be required. 

Tt was then suggested that the city 
might build a shed to run parallel 
with the present building and shed on 
the market site, 

It was stated that the members of 
the association would be willing to 
pay 50 cents per stand per day for 
three market da,s per week, and@ that 
25 to 30 would contract to take this 
space for six months definitely, 

The association also said that one 
of their a.ms was to estabilsh prop- 
erly recognized market days so that 
the buyers would know exactly when 
to come to buy. It would be of the 
greatest advantage to everybody if 
there were proper market days, which 
conld be included in the market by- 
law. 

The committee made a tentative of- 
fer to the association that they should 
be allowed to have reserved for their 
use the whole of the west side of the 


present shed, and i!f necessary it 
might be extended north to accom- 
modate the whole of thelr members 
on one side. The other side could be 
as now, used by other farmers and 


growers who came in 

The delegation stated that the pro- 
posal was agreeable to them, and that 
they would sound the remainder of 
their members and find out how many 


stands would be required and how 
long they would be willing to take 
them on contract. 

When the information was avall- 


able the committee said that a report 
would be submitted to council. 

One of the points made by the dele- 
gation was that they wanted a busi- 
ness centre where they could transact 
a wholesale as well as retail busi- 
ness, One of the speakers stated that 
carloads of vegetables were brought 
into the city, They could grow this 


stuff and supply, but they wanted a 
centre where, supposing @ cariload 
was required, if one man could not

The mayor, on being presented, 
briefly reviewed the financial situa- 
tion of the city. The trouble sum- 
marized, he said, was that for the 
past four years it had been spending 
a dollar and collecting only 60 cents, 
In that time the city had expended, 
in round numbers, three million dol- 
lars and had taken in as revenue one 
and one half million dollars. The re- 
sult was that it was $6,151,000 sheen 
n 
the speakers’ judgment it was impos- 
sible . Not Edmonton alone but all 
the cities of Canada and the United 
States were finding that they must ab. 
solutely. live within their means, 
There was no place where the city of 
Edmonton could borrow any such sum 
as $2,500,000 in the coming year. The 
banks would lend in anticipation of 
the collections, but there was no mar- 
ket for loans and even if there were it 
would be at a ruinous rate of interest. 

The Alternatives 

There were only two ways in which 
the situation could be met. One was 
by reducing the expenditures and the 
other was by increasing the revenue. 
The principal expenditure called for, 
said the mayor, were $750,000 for the 
schools, approximately one-third of 
the total, over which the city had no 
control; $900,000 for debenture in- 
terest and payments; $300,000 for 
temporary borrowings, which had 
been incurred largely because of in- 
adequate penalties on arrears of taxes;

Every complete set of tools should 

| have on its list a marking guage. Al- 
|}though very few boys who are begin- 
| ning wood work like to use the guage, 
} it Is one of the most useful tools, and 
lespecially a great time saver. The 
reason boys do not care to use the 
| sauge at first is that it Is a bit awk- 
ward for them to handle, and because 
| it does not actually remove stock like 
| the knife and other edge tools, but 
|the expert finds the gauge a very 
necessary tool, 

There are several kinds of gauges 
used by the woodworker, some, such 
as the butt gauge, used exclusively for 
setting hinges, and others for many 
purposes, The most common gauge 
in the average shop is the old-fashion- 
ed gauge, with the head beam and 
thumb screw all made of wood. This 
gauge can be bought at some places 
as cheap as ten cents, but why should 
any boy who is at all handy spend 
|}even this much for a tool that he can 
make, 

Some of the latest gauges are made 
of metal, and others of wood, similar 
to the one shown in the cut, except 
| that they have a thumb screw to hold 
the beam instead of a dowl, The 
latest gauge out has a pencil in one 
end of the bear, This {s very handy 
{for laying out chamfers and work 
that it is: not necessary to work to a 
knife line.

The mortise gauge is another type 
of gauge. It has two beams instead 
of one, so two lines can be drawn at 
different distances from the head in 
one operation. By running two beams 


through the head and boring the hole} 


for the dow] between the two, a mor- 
tise gauge can be made of this one. 


A gauge is to be used TO DRAW 
LINES WITH THE GRAIN ONLY 


and not across it, ag this will tear the 
wood fibres, making a rough surface 
A knife should be used to score across 
the grain. Anyone who does a great 
deal of work in wood will find sev- 
eral gauges very convenient, as each 
one can be set for a different width, 
not requiring the setting of the gauge 
to be changed. 

To make the gauge first get out the 
head, which is 1x2x3 inches, plane the 
sides square, and sand the ends nice- 
ly. Draw lines diagonally across the 
faces, locating the centre of the block 
at the Intersection of the lines. With 
a 6-8 in. bit bore half way through 
each side. This will make the hole 
straight, while if it were bored all the 
way through from one side it might 
not run at right angles to the work- 
ing face. 

It might be well to square a line 
from the centre on the face across 
the side with the try square before 
boring the hole just mentioned. From 
this line square across the side 9-16 in.
